The second of Dr. J. A. Clutz’s let- j 
ters from Stockholm, Sweden, where! 
he has gone as one of the four of­ 
ficial delegates of the United Lutheran I 
Church in America to the Universal 
Conference on Life and Work, has 
been received by The Times. 
In his letter, Doctor Clutz describes 
his 
travels 
overland 
from 
Bergen, * 
where 
t he 
party 
disem barked, 
to 
Stockholm, where the convention was 
held. 
Since writing this letter Doctor 
Clutz was knocked down by a motor 
car in Stockholm, but escaped with 
minor injuries, according to word re ­ 
ceived here. 
Doctor Clutz’s latest letter follows:) 
“ Our party 
of 
six 
travelling to­ 
gether spent five days in Norway en! 
route to Stockholm. 
The first day we 
were 
in 
Bergen, 
one of the oldest 
I cities in Norway dating back to 1075. 
The guide book sayj^that the climate 
j is mild and humid, and we certainly 
found it humid, as it rained most of! 
j the day we were there. 
Still we saw 
( m any objects of interest, among them 
the fine statues of Grieg, the g r e a t1 
‘ musical composer, and Ole Bull, the j 
world famous violinist of the last 
generation. 
Both of these men were 
born in Bergen, or in that vicinity. 
“ We were especially interested in 
, going through an old workhouse, built 
in the days of the Hanseatic League 
1 and occupied by the 
German 
m er­ 
c h a n t s who held a monopoly of the 
trade in Norway in those early days. 
P a ils of the building had 
been 
de­ 
s tr o y e d by fire and rebuilt in the orig- 
! inal style. 
But the furnishings were 
saved and are now the same that were 
i used then, and crude 
enough 
they 
j wore. 
The old account books are also 
J preserved and shown, in which are 
recorded the dealings of those old Ger­ 
man merchants with their customers 
of four and five hundred years ago. 
“ Another object of interest was an 
old church built in 1170, and enlarged 
in th e 13th century. 
Parts of it have 
been renewed since and some further 
repairs 
were 
in progress when we 
visited it. 
But the main building is 
still as it was first 
constructed. 
It 
seemed strange to us Americans to 
stand before a church, and especially 
so large a one and so fine, nearly 800 
years old. 
It was used fo r w orship by 
the Hanseatic German traders from 
1408 to 1766, and German 
services 
were held in it up to 18(56. 
It is still 
knowm us 
the 
German church, or 
C athedral. It* name is the Mariakirke, 
St. M ary’* church. 
“ The next three days were spent 
in a wonderful trip through several 
of the most famous Norwegian fjords, 
and the deep, wild gorges and valleys 
in the mountains sometimes called the 
Norwegian Alps. 
Anyone who has 
visited our Rocky 
Mountain canons 
can have a pretty good idea of the 
fjords, except that these latter are 
filled with w ater from the sea, so that 
tourists go through them in steam ­ 
boats of various sizes instead of an 
the cars or in autos. 
The walls of 
some of the fjords are 3000 and 4000 
feet high and rise quite precipitously 
from the water which is in places 
hundreds of feet deep. Generally they 
are quite narrow also, but in places 
widen out into lakes or bays?, and here 
and there, 
where 
a 
little 
tillable 
ground is available, are settlers living 
in small cabins, with little patches of 
grass, potatoes, and possibly oats or 
barley. 
“We 
had 
some 
thrilling 
rides 
in autos through the deep gorges, and 
along roads dug out of the side of the 
mountains, 
and 
skirting 
precipices 
hundreds of feet deep. 
In one case 
wre rounded a 
specially 
bold mass 
of rock through a tunnel cut right 
through the rock with openings every 
few rods to give light and also to 
give glim pses of the ravines falling 
off hundreds of feet below, or of the 
mountain peaks and ranges towering

Abraham 
Lincoln’s 
great-great- 
grandfather 
established 
the 
first

wrought iron in New England. 
His name was Mordecai Lincoln. 
Three of his sons acquired wealth 
and social distinction. Several of his 
grandsons 
were 
notable.. 
One of 
them, Abraham, was chosen to make 
the address to Washington in Phila­ 
delphia after the Revolution and was 
a member of the Pennsylvania Con­ 
stitutional Convention of 1789-90. 
Returning now to the great-great- 
grandfather of the president, we will 
ti ace the line direct 
to 
the 
White 
House. 
The great-grandfather was John 
Lincoln. 
By his father’s will, he was i 
given 300 acres of land in New Jer­ 
sey, Pennsylvania and Virginia, in­ 
creasing the value of his holdings at 
each turn. 
His son, Abraham, the president’s 
grandfather, 
in 
1780, sold his Vir­ 
ginia property for the round sum of 
$5000, and with his family, including 
his 
son, 
Thomas, 
the 
president’s 
father, went to Kentucky, where he 
purchased 2,000 acres. 
Four years after he had gone to 
Kentucky and while at work with his 
boys in a clearing, he was shot by an 
Indian. 
Thomas, the president’s father, was 
then six years old. 
Under the laws 
in effect at that time, the eldest son 
inherited the father’s estate in its en­ 
tirety. The eldest son was Mordecai. 
Thomas was penniless* an orphan. 
This was the cause of the poverty 
and 
humble 
condition 
of Thomas 
Lincoln. For 39 years, or until Abra­ 
ham Lincoln reached the age of 23 
and began his public life, this branch 
of the Lincoln family was in obscurity. 
However, there flowed in Abraham 
Lincoln’s veins some of the best blood 
in the country. How this asserted it­ 
self is known to every school child. 
We frankly admit that the history 
of the Lincoln family was sensational 
news to us. We always supposed the 
Lincolns were a lot of ne’er-do-wells, 
spiritless and propertyless, until the 
Emancipator got under way.

facts, 
outlined 
here, 
are 
gleaned from “The Lincoln Legend,” 
published in the American Mercury, 
and written by Isaac R. Pennypacker. 
an authority on Civil War history.

And now, in conclusion, what 
does it all mean?

these yea rs taught me? Nothing 
of a startling nature—the inci­ 
dents fade—but these principles 
remain: 
1. That it is, as a rule, safe to 
trust human beings. 
Compara­ 
tively few are unfair, if you are 
fair yourself. 
2. That troubles and apparent 
difficulties are but stepping stones 
to progress—the most practical 
way of learning—and, as Greely 
said, “The way to resume is to 
resume.” 
3. 
That there is nothing that 
will take the place of work, 
either to gain success or to gain 
happiness or to gain both—and I 
think it is possible to gain both 
if, in the striving and working 
for success, the dollar is not put 
above the man. 
4. I hat one can and must keep 
faith with oneself. 
5. 
That God is not mocked. 
You cannot break His laws with­ 
out suffering. 
6. 
That one’s only dangerous 
enemy is oneself. In the ultimate 
no one can hurt you but yourself. 
7. That friends are among the 
gnatest assets—and the way to 
get friends is to be a friend. 
8. That one should never seek 
anything for which one does not 
give value. 
This avoids the dis­ 
position to speculate—which is 
one of the greatest dangers that 
beset the business man.

“MYSTERY” BARN 
FIRES IN STATE 


Farmer Can do Much to Remedy 
Conditions; 
Many 
Spontaneous. 


This is the season of the year when 
barn fires of unknown origin are re­ 
ported from all parts of the state and 
especially southeastern Pennsylvania. 
A large m ajority of such fires are 
caused 
by 
spontaneous 
combustion 
and, w hile m any reports are heard 
ascribing cause to arson rings, farm ers 
should rem em ber they can do much to 
rem edy this condition with little e f­ 
fort, according to Major C. M. W il­ 
helm, o f the bureau o f fire protection, 
Pennsylvania state police. 
Such fires at this tim e of the year 
are not confined to any one portion of 
the state, but are reported from all 
districts and when several fires are 
reported from any one district it does 
not follow that a so-called arson ring 
is at work, but actual field work has 
developed the fa ct that weather con­ 
ditions, when storin g crop, and other 
sim ilar features play a large part in 
the cause of fire. Major Wilhelm says: 
“It is not denied that w e have in 
Pennsylvania a certain number of in­ 
cendiary fires and in many o f these 
eases the perpetrator is arrested nor 
m ay w e suppose that P ennsylvania 
farm ers are more careful in any dis­ 
trict as com pared with others but it is 
a well known fact that, not including 
fires caused by lightning, b a m fires 
are more prevalent during A ugust, 
Septem ber and October 
than 
other 
periods of the year. 
Scientific Investigation 
“For the first tim e, probably in the 
history 
of 
the 
United 
States, 
a 
scientific investigation is being made 
by the bureau o f fire protection in co­ 
operation with 
Pennsylvania 
State 
College, as to cause of such fires and 
methods of preventing them which 
will undoubtedly mean a sa v in g of 
thousands of dollars to the farm er. 
E. G. I.antz, o f S tate College, w ork­ 
ing with the bureau of fire protec­ 
tion and in charge of field work, has 
found numerous concrete cases w here 
hay and alfalfa in barns had started 
to char, in som e cases actual chemical 
burning had 
started, 
and 
only 
by 
prompt removal of 
crop 
w as 
fire 
averted.” 
In Mr. L antz’s prelim inary report 
he states that the legum e crops— al­ 
falfa, clover, and clover and tim othy 
mixed— are the ones likely to give 
the most trouble. 
Som e o f the har­ 
vesting practices which are dangerous 
because of aiding spontaneous com ­ 
bustion are: 
Improper curing due to plac­ 
ing in mow too soon a fter cutting. 
N ot allow ing 
hay 
to dry out 
thoroughly 
a fter 
being 
rained 
upon. 
Leaking roofs in barns w here 
hay is stored. 
Storing wheat bundles on top of 
hay in mow, increasing pressure 
and preventing escape o f gas. 
N ot salting hay w'hen placed in 
mow. 
N o t distributing 
hay 
in 
mow 
which has been “ balled” by side 
delivery rake or loader. 
Case Cited 
One 
ca*e 
is 
cited* for 
reference 
am ong the m any ca ses fo/ind, where 
approxim ately fifty tons o f hay were 
stored in four d a y s’ time, som e of 
which was placed in barn during time 
of heavy fog. 
This hay w as dropped 
by fork about forty feet, which caused 
close packing. 
The follow in g month 
the hay got very hat, sm oke appear­ 
ing, and particles sim ilar to live coals 
were found and, a fter a fire depart­ 
ment was called and removed 
hay, 
wisps of flames continued to appear. 
Smoke and gas w ere more noticeable 
where hay had been 
w et 
or 
slimy. 
This condition was undoubtedly due to 
improper curing. 
It has been found, says Mr. Lantz, 
that hay in the mow m ay rise to a 
tem perature of approxim ately 160 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit and cool off without 
danger of burning, but, when above 
such reading, fire m ay be anticipated. 
By placing a therm om eter a few* 
feet down in the mow from the top, it 
will be found that a reading is avail­ 
able that will register 
within 
two 
degrees the heat at the 
center 
of 
mow. 
Farm ers are advised to equip them ­ 
selves with a therm om eter that will 
register approxim ately 212 degreess, 
take the tem perature at least daily— 
at IGO degrees look- for trouble, at 
195 degrees be sa fe and arrange to 
remove hay outside of barn and hunt 
for charred spots.
